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Budget Cutting Expedient 


Counfy Asking Employes To 
Consider Revised Contract

Tehama County employes will 


be asked to consider a revised 
1971-72 contract. 


With a binding contract in 


hand, employe representatives 
and Supervisors Shan Patterson 
and Rudy Brodnansky returned 
to the bargaining table to try to 
lower the estimated 50-cent tax 
increase. 


According 
to 
Patterson, 


county employes will be asked to 
consider giving up their second 
2.5 per cent pay increase due in 
January. In return, the board 
offers a 2.5 per cent pay hike 


Employes 
Talk Of 
Striking 


immediately; a new, extended 
vacation schedule and 80 per 
cent payment of the employes' 
insurance. 


The vacation plans call for 


employes with one to three 
years county service to receive 
two-weeks vacation; those with 
four to eight years, three weeks; 
and those with more than eight 
years, four weeks. 


Presently one to four year 


employes receive two weeks 
vacation; over four years, three 
weeks. 


The insurance premium in- 


crease would amount to $1.42 


over the already increased 
county obligation of $11.72, 
driving the rate of county 
payment to $13.20, according to 
Patterson. 


Patterson said the increase in 


fringe benefits in lieu of salary 
increase will save the county 
approximately $35,000 during 
fiscal 
1971-72. However, the 


supervisor chairman noted that 
the employes will have salaries 
professionally reviewed by an 
outside organization next year 
and he fears the "hidden" 
benefits won't be considered as 
salary by the review team. 


The county has an agreement 


with its employes to have the 
salary review on a semi-annual 
basis.

supervisors are to meet Tuesday 
before the regular supervisors' 
meeting at 9 a.m. to finalize the 
plans. 


The new contract, if it meets

County Urged To Reduce Budget 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP) 
— 


Strike talk was growing today 
among state workers, angry at 
Gov. Reagan for vetoing a five 
per cent salary increase. 


"Our 
membership 
is 


frustrated and angry," said 
Loren 
V. Smith, 
general 


manager of the 114,000-member 
California State 
Employes 


Association. 


The association's board meets 


Saturday to decide whether to 
take any sanctions against the 
Reagan administration. Smith 
said he is urging "that we try to 
work the system" and get the 
veto overriden in the legislature. 


Meanwhile, the 5,156 mem- 


bers 
of 
the 
California 


Association 
of 
Highway 


Patrolmen — nearly all the 
state's uniformed traffic of- 
ficers — were voting whether to 
strike in protest of the salary 
veto. Results will be announced 
July 16. 


The patrolmen threatened 


local wildcat strikes last year 
when Reagan vetoed a special 
three per cent raise. This year, 
he also vetoed an $850,950 high- 
way patrol uniform allowance 
added to his budget by the 
Democrat-controlled 
legis- 


lature. 


Reagan vetoed a record total 


$504 million from the budget 
Saturday before signing the 
scaled-down 
$6.79 
billion 


spending document into law. 


He said, "I regret having to 


ask state employes to forego a 
cost-of-livmg salary increase." 


State law does not give state 


employe organizations the right 
to bargain for wages and hours 
with the state or to strike, but it 
does not specifically prohibit 
strikes. 


Cut the payroll. Cut back 


services. Reduce the budget. 


Three demands made by the 


Association of Tehama County 
Taxpayers yesterday before 
Tehama's supervisors fell on 
sympathetic ears as each of the 
five elected officials agreed the 
taxpayer is paying about all he 
can. 


Larry Lalaguna, association 


spokesman, read a letter to the 
board crying that the board 
"declare a moratorium on 
hiring, 
a 
reshuffling 
or 


dismissal of employes we can do 
without" and the reduction of 
services such as mosquito 
abatement and the number of 
sheriff's deputies. 


The letter admitted the ser- 


vices were asked for by the 
people, but now the same people 
find it hard to pay for the ser- 
vice, 
according 
to 
the 


association statement. 


"The taxpayer has been 


forced to cut everything in sight 
in relation to his business and 
pleasure. 
Surely 
it 
isn't 


unreasonable to expect the 
county to do no less? We have 
met and passed the point of no 
return, and we are hanging on 
by a thread. Please, don't cut 
it." 


The plea stated that "where 


we used to have individuals 
doing a job. we now have staffs. 
Where we used to have a handful 
of police, we now have small 
armies." 


The path is clear, the letter 


concludes, either 
eliminate 


costs and personnel or eliminate 
people (taxpayers). 


"We have got to separate what 


we need from what we can af- 
ford," the appeal ends. 


As if to emphasize the tax- 


payers' plight, county auditor 
Jimmie Kinkle sent the board a 
tentative budget total. 


Cost of operating the county 


for fiscal 1971-72 is $8,726,422 as 
the tentative budget now stands. 
Last 
year's 
budget 
was 


$8,356,752, an increase of 
$369,670. 


Included in the cost was in- 


creases 
in almost 
every 


department budg*^ phie the two 
"2.5 per cent pay raises tor 
county employes now being 
negotiated. 


The largest increase in this 


year's budget when compared to 
last year's is in "other 
charges." The category includes 
payments to other agencies and 
the county's contributions to 
welfare and state institutions. 
The budget jumped 
from 


$2,860,886 to $3,411,918 in this 
category. 


Employe salaries and benefits 


went 
from 
$3,011,985 
to 


$3,138,£44, an increase of 
$126,259. 


Services and supplies, which 


includes everything from papers 
to hiring outside lawyers, 
professional witnesses and 


payment of physicians fees for 
indigents preferring a private 
physician rather than the county 
doctor dropped $58,504 to 
$1,862,780. 


Also showing a reduction was 


fixed assets. This classification 
covers purchases from adding 
machines to graders and 
buildings and the repair of those 
items. 


Included in the $265,000 figure 


is $100,000 to renovate the 
Lincoln Street School. Last 
year's $536,913 included the 
$300,000 purchase price, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Hinkle.

Red Bluff city councilmen last 


night 
contemplated 
with 


skepticism a proposal they pay 
themselves $150 a month and 
postponed consideration of it. 


The proposal, submitted by 


radio station KBLF manager 
Robert F. Dennis, urged the 
council to take advantage of a 
state law which authorizes city 
councils, without placing the 
matter before the voters, to 
provide m the annual budget 
$150 for each councilman. 


"To date the Red Bluff City 


Council has not seen fit to 
exercise its prerogative to in- 
clude this compensation for 
councilmen," Dennis said, "this 
situation should be corrected 
immediately and funds provided 
in the upcoming budget for this 
purpose. 


"Further," he said, "in- 


vestigation will prove that the 
adoption of a policy for the city 
council to compensate its 
members for these out-of-pocket 
expenses will encourage citizens 
to seek the opportunity to serve 
as a member of the city council 
in the future where under the 
present plan these citizens will 
not serve because they believe 


the financial burden, in addition 
to the time and effort involved, 
are greater than the individual 
can afford." 


Councilman Gene Penne said 


the proposal may be in order in 
the future, but said he was not in 
favor of it at the present time. 
He suggested a study to see if 
the position warranted the $150 


"Let's get a feeling from the 


people," he suggested. 


"The meetings are no more 


expensive than you make 
them," Councilman James 
Hoffman said, "I'd do it for 
nothing, but I wouldn't take that 
kind of licking for money," he 
said jokingly. 


"$150 a month seems a little 


strong," councilman Andrew 
Osborne said. 


The council, after a brief 


discussion, decided to continue 
the proposal for further study. 


Dennis, a former city coun- 


cilman 
from 
southern 


California, pointed out in his 
proposal that members of the 
city council are requested to 
spend many hours in public 
meetings, attended commission 
meetings and conduct private 
interviews with voters con- 
cerning matters of importance 


to the citizens of the community. 


"Further," he said, "in- 


numerable meetings must be 
attended where admission and 
dinners are charged. Every 
councilman, you well know, is 
the first to be solicited by every 
charitable social and civic group 
for personal endorsement and 
financial support." 


The councilmen last night 


directed city attorney James 
Ford to draw up annexation 
papers for Dog Island, the new 
recreation facility at the north 
edge of Red 
Bluff 
on 
the 


Sacramento River Annexation 
of the island was recommended 
by the Parks and Recreation 
Commission. 


The island, owned by the 


federal 
government, 
is 


presently an unincorporated 
part of the county, and is being 
annexed to the city since it is 
presently being used by the city 
and is connected to city 
property. City Manager Herbert 
Nelson said he has received a 
letter from the federal govern- 
ment 
authorizing 
the 
an- 


nexation. 


Ford was also directed to 


draft an ordinance to restrict

PROBE PEACE PACKAGE 


PARIS (AP) — The United 


States and South Vietnam will 
probe the new Viet Cong peace 
package at the weekly peace 
talks session Thursday in an 
attempt to learn if it offers an 
acceptable opening toward 
ending the Vietnam war, allied 
informants said. 


No quick acceptance or 


rejection of the Communist 
proposal is expected, they ad- 
ded. 


The plan calls for the 


simultaneous withdrawal of all 
American forces and release of 
all prisoners of war, and for 
total U. S. withdrawal before the 
end of the year. 


VIETNAM WAR FADES 


SAIGON (AP) — Laotian 


government forces pressed a 
two-prong offensive against the 
Plain of Jars today as the war in 
Vietnam faded to a virtual 
standstill. 


NO INTEGRATION 


BRUSSELS (AP) —President 


Georges Pompidou has decided 
against a step that would have 
brought France back closer to 
military integration with the 
United States, West Germany 
and its other North Atlantic 
allies, informed sources report. 


The decision was transmitted 


in a letter from French Am- 
bassador Francois Tricornot de 
Rose to his colleagues on the 
North Atlantic Council. 


NEW CHINA BASE 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U. S. 


reconnaissance planes have 
been wr> tchinp rlevelopment of 
what may become a new 
Communist Chinese naval base 
in strategically located islands 
about 300 miles east of South 
Vietnam. 


Pentagon reports tell of a 


large number of Chinese- 
escorted ship convoys carrying 
construction materials in recent 
months to the Paracel Islands in 
the South China Sea. 


DECADENCE DECLINE 


SAN CLEMENTE (AP) — - 


President Nixon believes the 
United States is approaching a 
possible decline into decadence. 
But he says the news media 
"and perhaps even presidents 
and politicians" can help 
matters by occasionally em- 
phasizing American's good 
points. 


The President's words took 


attention, at least temporarily, 
from what appears to be a major 
purpose of his trip to the 
Western White House.

Kidnap, Paralysis Victim Graduate 


By CARL MILLIARD 


DENVER (AP) — Jack 


Kaufman stopped his cab at an 
intersection and tilted his yellow 
beret at a jaunty angle. Before 
the light changed he dragged his 
trumpet from under the seat and 
ripped off a chorus of "When the 
Saints Go Marching In." 


"I probably get more requests 


for that than any other," he said. 
"They think I'm a screwball. 
The other drivers do, too But it 
pays, man. The fares scale tip 
you good. You can turn on to a 
lot of groovy chicks, too." 


Kaufman, who learned the 


oboe as a teen-ager but can't 


read trumpet arrangements, 
figures he has a repertoire of 
more than 1,000 songs. 


"I don't do it m the daytime, 


because I have to watch out for 
the fuzz. They'll bust you. . . " 


"They busted me one time for 


playing near the City Park Zoo 
at 2 or 3 a.m. There was nobody 
around, but they said I was 
disturbing the elephants." 


Kaufman, 36, is unmarried — 


"No way, man, in this town, 
where the chicks outnumber the 
guys like 5 to 1. 


"I've hauled guys around 


town four or five hours. Once 
five members of the Oakland 


Raiders had me haul them 
around that long, just sight- 
seeing and listening to me play. 
Football players are generally 
good fares. They scale good." 


Generally, Kaufman, says, 


he'll see if a fare is in a good 
mood. Then, he'll ask him what 
he wants to hear, or he'll ask 
him his home state. That's the 
opening for school fight songs, 
state songs or other tunes. 


Complaints? 
"Yeah, a couple. Once a lady 


at a telephone company got into 
the cab with a bunch of other 
gals from the company, on their 
way home. She complained 


about the route I was taking, and 
about the horn. When she got 
out, 
I played 'The Funeral 


March.' 


"That's when she called the 


boss." 


Kaufman, a Canadaigua, 


N.Y., native, operated a music 
store and promoted 
records 


from 1957 to 1968, but he's never 
regretted driving a cab. 


"I don't play real good, I don't 


play good at all. But early in the 
morning, when some guys come 
out of a music joint and have had 
a few, I sound pretty good. They 
think I'm Harry James." 


UKIAH, Calif. (AP) — Four 


years ago Susan Bartolomei was 
kidnaped, shot five times in the 
head and left on the side of the 
road, paralyzed and speechless. 


Now at 21, Susan still is unable 


to speak and has only limited 
movement. 
But 
she 
has 


graduated 
from Ukiah High 


School — her last grades 
straight "A's" — and is looking 
for ways to help others with 
severe handicaps. 


Sitting in a wheelchair, Susan 


wore the school's colors — a blue 
and gold cap and gown — for 
graduation ceremonies June 11 
held in the living room of her 
parents' small white house. 


The fact that Susan was able 


to reach out an arm to goasp a 


diploma from the school prin- 
cipal "is a miracle," her doctor 
says. 


It was a balmy summer night 


in 1967 when Susan and her 
boyfriend, Timothy Luce, 17, 
were driving home from an auto 
junkyard where they picked up 
spare parts for Tim's jalopy. 


When the car broke down, 


they accepted a ride from — two 
youths on a violent crime spree 
that started in the Pacific 
Northwest. 


Tim was shot and killed, 


Susan was raped, beaten and 
shot. She was in a coma for 
months. 


Three bullets shredded the 


musclar control center of her 
brain and doctors had to remove 


her vocal cords to keep her from 
choking to death. 
That winter Susan testified 


with hand signals and eye lash 
movements at the trial for the 
two men Both were convicted of 
murder, one sentenced to die in 
the gas chamber, the other to 
life in prison. 


"If she ever got discouraged 


since then, she never showed 
it," her mother said in an in- 
terview. "It amazes everyone 
and makes people enjoy being 
around and helping her." 


Through use of an electronic 


voice vibrator, Susan now can 
say such things as "how are 
you" "yes," and "no," her 
mother said. Mostly she speaks 
by moving her fingers in the 


deaf alphabet. 


It is difficult for her to read, 


but her handwriting has im- 
proved. 


She needed to complete only 


two classes, civics and English 
literature, to get her diploma. 


Her mother said a private 


tutor, Jeannette Hovey, came to 
the house four mornings a week 
for a half an hour to read lessons 
and lecture. A girl Susan's age 
was hired to help her during the 
afternoon and at night, her 
parents would quiz her. 


Susan spends about an hour 


each day in physical therapy 
which consists mostly of "just 
using her sheer will power to get 
a little finger, or an arm to 
move," said her mother.

A Matter Of Priorities 


"Basically," the mayor of San Marino commented some time 


ago, "We just don't have the resources to do all we are trying to do 
at the international, national, state and local levels. We must have 
a restructuring based on capabilities which will bring the govern- 
ment closer to the people." That matter of not having the resources 
to do all we are trying to do is at the bottom of the problems with 
which the governor and the legislature have been struggling in 
Sacramento, and the one which prompted the Tehama County 
Board of Supervisors to consider denying employes a pay raise 
despite escalating costs. 


Whether salaries of either state or county employes are too 


high or too low is too involved a question for anyone on the outside, 
with only meager information, to comment on. But it certainly 
seems the wrong approach to attempt to make up for rising costs of 
both materials and outside services by holding down employes 
salaries. 


If prices generally have gone up, it seems only logical that 


taxes, too, must go up. If, however, because of cuts in production 
and cuts in employment, there just isn't enough money to pay 
higher taxes, then the county, the state, the nation will have to 
atteirpt less. We should all share the cost, either in high taxes or 
lowered services, or both. We should not expect the public em- 
ployes to bear more of the cost than any of the rest of us. 


Further, it should be the business of our government officials to 


keep the public programs on as even a course as possible. 
Programs should be increased slowly and cut back the same way. 
To cut any large number of employes off the public payroll in 
present conditions would only be putting them on welfare. But we 
could cut back a little at a time. It is a matter of priorities.

WASHINGTON — The key to a 


Vietnam settlement isn't the 
new Communist peace plan so 
much as the appearance in 
Paris of North Vietnam's 
politburo member Le Due Tho. 


He left Paris 14 months ago 


with the terse announcement 
that he wouldn't return until he 
had an agreement in his pocket. 


To bring him back, President 


Nixon has made a number of 
unpublicized overtures through 
Communist and neutral in- 
termediaries. These secret 
soundings have now brought Le 
Due Tho to Paris. 


His appearance definitely is 


the result of intricate backstage 
diplomacy. In making the secret 
arrangements, Hanoi had in- 
sisted he talk to someone with 
more authority than Am- 
bassador David K. E. Bruce. It's 
no coincidence, therefore, that 
Le Due Tho arrived at the same 
time Henry Kissinger, the 
President's national security 
adviser, also scheduled a trip to 
Paris. 


North Vietnamese diplomats 


in Paris had complained that 
Bruce was unfriendly. Both of 
his 
predecessors, 
Averell 


Harriman and Henry Cabot 
Lodge, had maintained cordial 
personal relations with the 
North Vietnamese. But Bruce 
has been cold and formal. 


This is one reason, the in- 


termediaries hinted, that the 
North Vietnamese have refused 
to hold secret meetings in the 
Paris suburbs such as took place 
under Harriman and Lodge.

Washington has also treated 


Bruce more as a glorified 
spokesman than a negotiator. 


Little Agreement On Pollution 


The men who run the nation's independent businesses are not 


all convinced that we are faced with a pollution problem, and those 
who are don't agree on what should be done about it. In a poll 
conducted by the National Federation of Independent Business, 
Inc., 32 per cent of those questioned were of the opinion that the 
federal government should set standards, but 23 per cent thought 
local governments ought to take care of it, and 19 per cent thought 
the state ought to do it. Thirty per cent gave no indication they 
thought there was a problem in their area. 


Only seven per cent believe pollution control should be financed 


by government, while 28 per cent believe these costs should be 
included in normal business costs, although 53 per cent express the 
viewpoint that there should be a combination with the costs picked 
up both as a normal business cost and by government. 


Air pollution appears to be the great concern, with 37 per cent 


pinpointing this as the major problem, and 27 per cent giving water 
pollution as the major problem.

The Paris delegation has been 
restricted, for example, to the 
most routine intelligence about 
the war they are supposed to be 
settling. The top-secret stuff — 
battle plans, position papers, 
contingency

policymaking documents — 
aren't sent to Paris. 


The air strikes at missile sites 


and other tactical targets in 
North Vietnam last November 
caught Bruce completely by 
surprise. He received his first 
word of the attacks from the 
North Vietnamese. 


Annoyed, he directed his

Julian Ewell, to send an urgent 
message to the Pentagon 
requesting more details.

WASHINGTON WHIRL 


Hoover and Tamm — For 


years, 
the 
International 


Association of Chiefs of Police 
passed fulsome resolutions in 
praise of "The Honorable J. 
Edgar Hoover." It didn't detract 
from Hoover's glory that the 
resolutions 
were 
quietly 


prepared by the FBI and ap- 
proved in advance by its 
director. But lately, Hoover has 
been feuding with the LACP's 
executive 
director, 
Quinn 


Tamm, himself a former FBI 
official. Hoover's supporters 
claim that Tamm botched up 
almost every top job at the FBI. 
Tamm's friends say he not only 
had a great career at the FBI 
but 
that 
Hoover 
himself 


recommended him for the IACP 
job. They say it was only after 
Tamm began to get personal 
publicity and to emerge as a 
rival to Hoover as 
a law en- 


forcement spokesman that the 
FBI chief turned against him. It 
now looks as if Hoover, at last, 
may win the feud. The LACP's 
board is talking about firing 
Tamm for making "indiscreet 
statements." 


Under the Dome — Senators 


Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn., 
and George McGovern, D-S. D., 
two presidential hopefuls who 


are 
frequently critical of 


military spending, didn't bother 
to show up for the crucial vote on 
limiting the Pentagon budget to 
$68 billion. . . Sen. James 
Eastland, D-Miss., who has a 
habit of rubbing perfume across 
his pudgy fingers and dabbing a 
little on his chin, also has a 
curious method for sorting mail. 
He spreads the letters on a table, 
picks out correspondence from 
all the notables, and then 
discards the leftovers. . . Rep. 
Jim Burke, D-Mass., uses three 
different form letters thanking 
his constituents for their "recent 
correspondence," "recent 
warm letter" or "recent 
friendly letter.". . .

ConBTess. in granting 
Here is the background. CBS 


produced a brilliantly effective 
documentary 
called "The 


Selling of the Pentagon." Its 
thesis is that the Pentagon does 
a lot of PR work, which I found 
about as surprising as Mr. 
Agnew's revelation that the 
networks tend to show a left- 
ward bias. The issue was then 
raised, 
and 
intelligently 


discussed, 
whether 
the 


documentary had engaged in 
rather unusual distortions. Any 
polemical account of anything 
engages in what one might call 
distortions, i.e., the stressing of 
one set of points, and the un- 
derstressing of another.But it 
was charged that CBS did more: 
that the producer took words 
uttered by a Pentagon official in 
answer to one set of questions, 
and appended them to a dif- 
ferent set of questions, so as to 
give the viewer the impression 
that said Pentagon official was 
being very perverse and very 
unresponsive. 


At this point a congressional 


committee began to take an 
interest in the case, and notified 
CBS president Dr. Frank 
Stanton that it desired to see all 
the film that had been taken, 
from which the final had been 
put together. To this indelicacy, 


Dr. Stanton replied: no, citing 
the freedom of the press. And, 
indeed, no journalist gladly 
permits others to see his notes, 
no artist his early drafts. But 
Congressman Harley Staggers 
of the House Commerce Com- 
mittee turns out to be a tough 
hombre, and he promptly 
subpoenaed the CBS rushes. Dr. 
Stanton refused to produce 
them, whereupon the sub- 
committee voted to find him in 
contempt, and now the senior 
committee, by a two to one vote, 
concurs and the House of 
Representatives will be asked to 
say yes or no. 


Dr. Stanton, who is the soul of 


honor, insists on reducing the 
conflict to generic terms. "All 
this boils down to," he said, "is 
one central and vital question: is 
this country going to continue to 
have a free press, or is indirect 
censorship to be imposed upon 
it? The issue is as simple as 
that." 


But surely the issue is not as 


simple as that. It is more 
complicated 
than 
that. 


Congressman Staggers, who by 
the way is a Democrat, put it 
this way, in answering Dr. 
Stanton: "This is the most 
powerful media we have in 
America today and you talk 


about

put over these networks, they 
can control this land, and you 
know they can." Congressman 
Clarence J. Brown came to the 
defense of CBS, if not exactly in 
just the way Dr. Stanton would 
have liked. "CBS has a right to 
lie," said Mr. Brown, "and does 
so frequently." But then Mr. 
Brown' suggested that CBS 
should devise its own safeguards 
against a repetition of such 
distortions as the Pentagon 
commentary was guilty of. "It is 
not up to me to decide what's 
untruthful, biased and slanted, 
but if Frank Stanton doesn't 
wake up to the fact that he has a 
responsibility to the American 
people, the people will take care 
of him — or we will take care of 
him some other way." 


Surely Congress is making its 


own simple point, which is that 
broadcast licensees, unlike 
newspaper publishers, 
are 


already regulated as it stands, 
via such articles as the Fairness 
Doctrine, and that Congress has 
a continuing responsibility to 
oversee the broad rules by 
which the broadcasters are 
governed. 


As recently as in 1959, when 


the Communications Act was 


amended, Congress, in granting 
certain 
immunities to the 


television industry, wrote that 
"nothing in the foregoing 
. . . shall be construed as 
relieving 
broadcasters 
in 


connection with the presentation 
of ... 
news, documentaries 


. . . from the obligation im- 
posed upon them under this Act, 
to afford reasonable opportunity 
for the discussion of conflicting 
views on issues of public im- 
portance." 


Meanwhile, deep down in the 


news story, one learns that CBS 
has just now issued a directive 
governing 
future 
news 


documentaries. "One (direc- 
tive" — to quote a summary of 
it, "requires that, if the answer 
to one question asked of an in- 
terviewed person is taken from 
a reply to another question, the 
viewer must be so advised." 
Those who know Frank Stanton 
will know that his reforms were 
instituted because of his own 
commitment to fairness. But

Author Soys To Enjoy Life

NEW YORK (AP) — Author 


Shepherd Mead hasn't found the 
fountain of youth, but he does 
have what he thinks is a pretty 
good substitute. 


He calls his method "staying 


medium-young," and he tells 
how to go about doing this in his 
witty, 14th book, "How To Stay 
Medium-Young 
Practically 


Forever 
Without 
Really 


Trying." 


As he points out in the slim 


volume: "Would you like a 
change in your life? Want a 
whole new outlook? Remember, 
it doesn't matter if you get grey 
in the hair. What you're trying to 
avoid is getting grey in the 
head " 


"You might say the book is 


one man's statement beyond 
30," Mead, who is 57, said in an 
interview "Beyond that it is a 
kind of a cry that we are not 
going to live forever. That we 
may only have a few years left, 
so let's enjoy life a bit. 


"I don't mean lie down in the 


gutter and take drugs, but I do 
mean you should ask yourself if 
what you are doing now is what 
you want to do all of your life. 
Sometimes it's good not to make 
a lot of money but to live in- 
stead." 


Mead asked himself the 


question and opted for living 
when he was 41 and the well-paid 
vice president of a New York ad 
agency. 


"I was not a tortured man and 


I was reasonably happy," he 
said. "But after what seemed 
like 500 meetings with junior 
executives from soap com- 
panies, I asked myself if I 
wanted to spend the rest of my 
life doing that, and I decided I 
didn't." 


Mead, as he puts it, "retired in 


1956 and I haven't regretted it a 
second." 
However, 
while 


working as an ad man he'd been 
writing books and articles on the 
side, which enabled him to set 
aside some money for his break. 


He, his wife and their three 


children moved to London. 
While there, one of Mead's books 
was made into a musical 
comedy called "How To Succeed 
in Business Without Really 
Trying." The musical was a 


financial success, so much that 
Mead had to leave England. 


"I left because of the taxes," 


he says. "If you make over 
$20,000 a year the taxes are 
ridiculous and when the musical 
was running I was making a hell 
of a lot of money." 


He and his family moved to 


Switzerland and now live on a 
hill overlooking Lake Geneva. 


Mead, a tall, easy-mannered, 


amiable man, feels living in 
Europe has helped him stay 


medium-young, noting "I'm at 
least a month younger than I 
was 14 years ago. 


"The pace of life is slower," 


he says, "It's more relaxed and 
gentlemanly. 
And it's 


fascinating. Why, from where I 
live, I can drive to the south of 
France by dinnertime and swim 
in the Mediterranean. Or I can 
be in Paris in an hour. I can 
leave after lunch and drive to 
Milan in time for the curtain at 
La Scala."

Farm children are darned 


lucky. In many ways. For one 
thing, they grow up feeling 
needed. They know without 
being told, that they are an 
integral part of the family 
operation. Especially boys, 
although I've known quite a few 
girls who can handle a tractor or 
a cow pony with the best of 'em. 


These young people mature 


with a feeling of self-satisfaction 
and a comfortable sense of their 
own worth. This may indeed 
make up for a few shortcomings 
in other areas (like money, ma- 
tt). 


For my own part, I feel sorry 


for city kids, and youngsters 
who live in slick suburbs, who do 
not 
fit 
into 
any 
really 


meaningful activity. Oh sure 
they cut the grass and wash the 
family car and carry out the 
garbage. Some lucky few 
achieve a paper route. 
And then what do they do with 
the rest of the day? What do they 
do for spending money (ask 
Pop.) How do they build up a 
college fund? 
Most farmers 


routinely pay for their sons and 
daughters for work done on the 
farm. 


And here's another bonus for 


farm youngsters: they grow up 
understanding the operation of 
the family business They ap- 
preciate the hard work that goes 
into each crop whether it is hay, 
fruit, nuts, calves or lambs. 
Thus they tend to have a more 
realistic approach to fiscal 
reality. 


Actually this seems to be as 


good a place as any to say 
something I've been mulling 
over for a while. And THAT is 
THIS: You are probably sick un- 
to death of my mutterings, over 
the years, about the 
small 


return on their investment that 
farmers get. I am, of course, 
excluding those Big Boys who 
get millions from the govern- 
ment for Not Growing stuff. 
Darned few of those around here 
and none, I am sure, is the 
millionaire class. 


But it is a fact of life, my 


friends, that the ordinary dirt 
farmer's return on his in- 
vestment of time, money, and 
sweat is so small as to be almost 
ridiculous in these days of 
routine cost-of-living increases, 
yearly increments, strikes for 
higher pay, skyrocketing in- 
come of professional men. 


The sad thing is that this state 


of affairs does not exist because 
of poor management. And it is 
not because the farmer lives 
extravagantly high on the hog. 
How many "small" farmers do 
you know who have a Cadillac 
and-or-a swimming pool? 


Spent a few glorious days in 


the Salmon River Wilderness up 
in the Trinity country at a resort 
which still serves bountiful 
meals, family style, where there 
is no TV, quite often no 
telephone, and the only elec- 
tricity comes from a private 
power plant. You can almost 
imagine you are in the Swiss 
Alps at this time of year with 
snow all around you on the 


sawtooth peaks. The whole 
experience is almost enough to 
restore your faith in yourself , 
human nature and even, so help 
me, in your government. 


And THEN I went to San 


Francisco and practically undid 
all the good that I'd done to my 
psyche. 'Tain't the same place 
at all, said she grouchily, 
although I must admit I enjoyed 
the bald-headed Hare Krishna 
chanters in their saffron robes in 
tmion Square. As far as T can 
see they aren't bothering anyone 
and bald is neater and cleaner 
than some of the flowing locks 
you see. The contrast between 
the Mountain Meadow Ranch 
and the Bay Bridge at 5 p.m. is 
almost too much to encompass.

Friend To Hungry Youngsters 


By MARY ELLEN MYRENE 
NEW YORK (AP) — For 500 


children 
who are 
usually 


homeless and nearly always 
hungry, the man to see in Da 
Nang. South Vietnam, is a 
lanky. handsome, 26-year-old 
American 
named 
Tim 


Trullmger. 


He's 
easy to find, a con- 


spicuous man at 6-foot plus next 
to the crowds of chattering 
children who seek him out. 


Since shortly after arriving in 


Da Nang in 1969, Trullinger has 
run 
a 
youth hostel for 50 


children, a volunteer project 
that dovetails with his job as an 
off.cer of the Agency for In- 
ternational Development. 


In the two years he has run the 


hostel, Trullinger had cared for 
infants, bailed youngsters out of 
jail, reunited lost children with 
relatives and counseled youths 
emotionally hurt and hardened 
by a decade of war 


Although the children 
are 


Vietnamese, they are largely 
ignored by local government 
officials already burdened down 
by 
other 
problems, 
said 


Trullinger. 


Trullinger's own involvement 


with the children began a few 
months after he arrived in Dan 
Nang and set out to practice his 
Vietnamese on two shoeshine 
boys. They told him about their 
residence, and he asked to see it. 


"I went there and found about 


15 boys living in an old, aban- 
doned house at the end of an 
alley," he said. "The kids would 
just go there at night and sleep 
on the floor. The rest of the time, 
they'd be out in the streets 
trying to earn money to eat, or 
they'd steal food." 


Although a newcomer himself, 


Trullinger appealed to local 
Vietnamese for help, and he 
persuaded an older student to 
move into the house. 


Slowly, there were other 


improvements — sleeping mats 


on the floor, a regular meal 
every day, the beginning of a 
school. And other children, 
approaching shyly or defiantly, 
asked to live there. 


"A lot of times, the kids just 


come up to me in the streets," 
said Trullinger. "The hardest 
thing in the world for me to do is 
to turn them away. But we have 
room for 50 and it filled up pretty 
fast." 


At about the same time 


Trullinger was setting up the 
hostel in late 1969, he met 
Richard Hughes, 26, another 
American who had organized 
two similar youth hostels in 
Saigon. 


From their chance meeting at 


the Da Nang Press Club, the two 
men agreed to combine their 
projects and seek private 
donations in the United States 
and elsewhere.

organization, called Shoeshine 
Boys Foundation, Inc.

Reagan a "discredit to the 
American spirit, to the West and 
to our California heritage" and 
said the governor "seeks to 
stifle the breath of change now 
upon the land. He is a chief with 
no vision, no imagination." 


Reagan "has made himself 


the spokesman of the establish- 
ment," Sporich continued in the 
petition. "This post now makes 
him incapable of dealing with 
the newly enfranchised young 
electorate." 


The grievances also said the 


governor: ". . . has broken 
faith with the people, seeking to 
impose upon them new taxes 
which he, himself is unwilling to 
bear "

Taiwan Golfer Takes 
Lead In British Open 


SOUTHPORT, England (AP) 


— A smiling Chinese golfer shot 
a three-under-par 70 Wednesday 
and became one of the early 
leaders in the British Open Golf 
Championship — one that has 
most of the big names in golf 
competing for the ancient 
crown. 


Liang Huan-Lu, 36, from 


Taiwan, holder of the Philip- 
pines and Thailand titles, fired 
five birdies in his round of 34-36- 
70 over Birkdale's 7,080-yard, 
par 35-38-73 layout. 


He started in style with a 


birdie on the first and then 
carded another on the short 
fourth where he hit a four-iron to 
18 inches from the cup. 


The next birdie came on the 


eighth where Lu hit a three iron 
into the wind, blowing in from 
the Irish Sea, and then sank a 20- 
foot putt that gave him his next 
birdie and at the 15th he chipped 
to four feet and sank the putt. 


As the early players came 


home, Lu was in the lead with 
John O'Leary of Ireland and 
Tommy Horton of England.

Local School Boards 
Receives Approval 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Local 


school boards would be given 
broad new power to do a lot of 
things that are neither allowed 
nor outlawed by existing law 
under a bill approved by the 
Assembly. 


The measure by Assem- 


blyman John Vasconcellos, D- 
San Jose, would take out of the 
education code the section which 
limits schools to those programs 
specifically approved by the 
legislature. 


Vasconcellos said his proposal 


would eliminate hundreds of 
technical amendments to the 
education code which are 
proposed every year, and let 
school boards try new programs 
without waiting months or years 
for the legislature to act.

spokesman for groups who 
organized it. 


Legislation For 
New Cancer Agency 
Heads For Passage. 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Legislation to focus the fight 
against cancer headed for 
Senate passage today, creating 
a new, independent government 
agency. 


The bill is a compromise of a 


measure introduced by Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
in January and a propose! by 
President Nixon in May. 


The 
Conquest 
of Cancer 


Agency would take over per- 
sonnel of the 34-year-old Cancer 
Institute of the National In- 
stitutes of Health in nearby 
Bethesda, Md. 


It would have independent 


status, reporting directly to the 
President, a feature sponsors 
say will give great impetus to 
the search for causes and cures 
of all forms of cancer. 


Some senators expressed 


misgivings about the bill, saying 
they feared it was the first step 
in dismantling NIH — a group of 
medical study centers under the 
Department 
of 
Health, 


Education and Welfare. It has 
been 
called 
the 
finest 


biomedical research structure 
in the world. 


Despite their doubts the 


senators said they had no plans 
to fight the legislation. 


Kennedy is fighting for sub- 


stantial funding for the agency, 
up to $1 billion by 1976, a level 
recommended by a panel of 
specialists appointed by the 
Senate Labor 
and Public 


Welfare Committee last year. 


Kennedy said the U.S. spent 


$125 per American on the 
Vietnam war in 1969, and 89 
cents per person on cancer 
research. Yet, he said, cancer 
deaths last year were eight 
times the number of lives lost in 
six years in the Vietnam con- 
flict. 


Cory's two-page statement 


said, "I have decided not to 
proceed with AB 964, my 
agricultural labor relations bill, 
at this time." 


The bill would create an 


agricultural labor relations 
board to oversee farm union 
organizers and would limit some 
union 
activities, 
such 
as 


secondary boycotts. 


Chavez has credited the 


boycott 
— conducted 
at 


supermarkets as far away as 
New York City and Canada — 
with a major role in his cam- 
paign to get union contracts with 
California table grape growers. 


Cory's bill already had been 


approved by the Assembly 
Labor Relations Committee, but 
its chairman has since joined 
the campaign to kill the bill. 


Assemblyman 
David 
A. 


Roberti, Democratic chairman 
of the labor committee, said that 


"for years farm workers have 
gone without union protection 
and other benefits enjoyed by 
workers in other industries." 


But now, he said, they are 


making some progress "so the 
large agribusiness interests 
want to stop their organizing 
efforts by the passage of AB 
964." 


Cory said he hopes to meet in 


the next six months with labor 
leaders and agricultural in- 
terests to develop "just and 
equitable legislation to provide 
farm 
workers 
the 
same 


collective bargaining rights 
which other workers now have." 


Cory said he believes three 


things are essential for such a 
bill: "an equitable system of 
secret ballot representation 
elections, protection of the right 
to strike, even at harvest time, 
and protection of the consumer 
boycott."

Legislators Seek 
To Renew Draft 
For Two Years 


WASHINGTON (AP) — With 


no apparent break in the 
deadlock over a war-pullout 
amendment, 
House-Senate 


conferees faced new efforts 
today to work out a two-year 
renewal of the draft which ex- 
pired a week ago. 


A l t h o u g h 
conference 


spokesmen have announced 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield's amendment urging 
a U.S. pullout from Indochina in 
nine months is the 
only 


unresolved issue, House backers 
of a volunteer army were 
pressing for reconsideration of 
a $2.4 billion military pay 
compromise. 


Several conferees said there 


have been no informal efforts 
during the week to work out a 
compromise on Mansfield's 
amendment, which would not be 
binding on the President. 


Mansfield 
told 
newsmen 


Tuesday he "would be glad to 
look at any change" to his 
amendment but said no con- 
ferees had approached him with 
such compromise proposals. 


He said he still wants his 


proposal as is and "it is an open 
question at this time" whether 
he would use his considerable 
influence to cut off a Senate 
filibuster to any softening of his 
amendment by the conferees. 


But Mansfield said he will not 


personally filibuster even if the 
conferees drop his amendment 
entirely. 


Captive Americans 
In Cuba Expected 
To Be Released 


MIAMI (AP) — Seventeen 


Americans being held by the 
Fidel Castro regime are ex- 
pected to be freed today 
following U. S. release of four 
Cubans serving prison sentences 
for fishing in American waters. 


The Cuban fishermen were 


taken from Eglin Federal 
Prison Tuesday and transferred 
from a U. S. Coast Guard cutter 
to a Cuban fishing vessel near 
the Dry Tortugas islets in the 
Gulf of Mexico, where they were 
arrested. 


Although the U. S. State 


Department refused to com- 
ment on reports of a swap 
agreement, informed sources 
said 17 U. S. citizens detained in 
Cuba would soon be oh their way 
home aboard their two yachts 
and a tugboat. 


The first indication that such 


an exchange was under way was 
the arrival in Miami Tuesay 
aboard a Cuban refugee flight of 
Fritz Sprandel, 26, of Allentown, 
Pa. 


Sprandel was forced ashore on 


the Cuban coast May 22 as he 
attempted to sail a one-man 
canoe from Key West, Fla., to 
Mexico's Yucatan Peninsula. 


The Cuban fishermen were 


freed upon payment of reduced 
fines of $2,000 each and 
the 


suspension of the remainder of 
their jail sentences, the State 
Department said. They had been 
fined $10,000 and ordered to jail 
for six months.

WASHINGTON (AP) - If 


British 
lawmakers 
voted 


against government policy, as 
American senators rebuffed 
President Nixon Tuesday over 
Vietnam, then Prime Minister 
Edward Heath would have 
resigned. 


The fact that Nixon did not 


dramatize the difference bet- 
ween life on capitol Hill and in 
the Palace of Westminster. 


Aides shrugged aside Nixon's 


defeat as a single holdup in his 
fixed four-year power trial. In 
Britain's House of Commons, it 
would have denoted a loss of 
confidence 
in 
the 
Prime 


Minister, requiring either a new 
government or new national 
elections. 


There were plenty of other 


contrasts on view inside and 
outside 
the 
semi-circular 


senatorial chamber, in the 
styles as well as in the working 
systems of American and 
British legislators. 


Some of the senators, for 


instance, chewed gum even 
while they spoke. Others read 
their speeches with aides beside 
them hoi iing stacks of reference 
material Throughout the day 
the floor of the 
chamber 


resembled a hotel lobby with 
members of the two main 
parties criss-crossing, huddling 
in group consultations, ad- 
dressing the president pro 
tempore regardless of the fact 
that one or another of their 
colleagues nominally was in full 
oratorical flight. 


For all the House of Com- 


mons' studied informality, little 
of this would be tolerated in 
Westminster. 
There 
Mr. 


Speaker insists upon strict 
observance of the rules of order. 


Leaders of the government 


and opposition lean back in their 
leather seats, it is true, with 
their feet up on the table before 
them. And backbenchers lounge 
nonchalantly along their ben- 
ches, conversing softly, writing 
notes. But they cannot read 
newspapers. They must not step 
over one of the two red bands on 
the carpet keeping the rival 
sides two swords-length from 
each other. 


They dare not, unless they are 


ministers 
making 
formal 


pronouncements, read their 
speeches. And they are barred 
from 
addressing 
their 


colleagues either by name or as 
"you." it must 
be "the 


honorable member for Blank." 


In the House of Commons only 


elected members, and officers 
of the House, are allowed on the 
floor during working sessions. A 
lawmaker cannot pass between 
a speaker on his feet and the 
chair. No two members can 
address the chair at the same 
time. 


These firm procedural rules 


do not always maintain the 
stately calm of the Mother of 
Parliaments. Dignified in- 
cumbents in the 630-member 
Commons have been known to 
trade enraged insults, even to 
hurl things at each other. It is no 
accident that British MPs 
cannot carry their brief cases 
into the chamber. 


Outside 
the 
respective 


chambers the contrasts are even 
more vivid. 


The salary of a Senator, for 


instance, is $42,500 a year. The 
British lawmaker gets $7,500. A 
senator is allowed from $295,000 
to $477,000 yearly for the staff he 
employs, depending on the 
population of his state plus up to 
$4,000 more for such expenses as 


travel. The House of Commons 
man is given $1,200 a year as a 
contribution toward the cost of a 
secretary whose salary is two or 
three times that amount. 


American senators have lush 


offices for themselves and their 
staffs, good communications, 
first class logistic services, a 
private restaurant. Even a 
subway that takes them to and 
from the Capitol to the two 
nearby Senate office buildings. 


The British MP has to lope 


through a 21/fe-mile labyrinth of 
corridors and lobbies if he wants 
to wander through the precincts 
of Westminster. He can often be 
found in some nook or cranny of 
the Tudor-Gothic corridors, 
dictating 
to his part-time 


secretary because he lacks an 
office of his own. He has a 
variety 
of 
restaurants, 


cafeterias and bars to choose 
from but most are badly served 
in the quality of their fare. 


The American and British 


Parliaments have, of course, 
much in common. 


Both are 
rooted in the 


democratic process although 
their procedures differ. The 
essentially two-party system 
produces mavericks and its 
bipartsanship as issues arise.

WASHINGTON (AP) —Labor 


and management negotiators in 
the steel industry dodged public 
comment on President Nixon's 
call for a "constructive set- 
tlement" as they settled down to 
the first round of contract talks 
today. 


Working against an Aug. 1 


contract 
deadline, 
the 


negotiating teams gathered in a 
top-secret atmosphere amid 
wide speculation their talks will 
lead to a strike. 


Neither I. W. Abel, president 


of the United Steelworkers, nor 
the industry team headed by 
Heath Larry of U. S. Steel Corp. 
offered any comment after an 
hour-long meeting with Nixon 
Tuesday. 


The President impressed on 


the negotiators the need to reach 
a noninflationary settlement 
that will neither endanger the 


competitive position of the in- 
dustry nor impede the nation's 
economic growth, a White House 
spokesman said. 


But Nixon pulled back from 


setting a wage standard he 
would regard as acceptable or 
non-inflationary said George P. 
Shultz, director of the Office of 
Management and Budget and a 
former labor secretary. 


The President said he hopes

The union is reported seeking 


a wage increase of about 9 per 
cent over three years, the same 
boost won by Steelworkers in the 
car and aluminum industries. 


Nixon's economic advisers 


have been saying privately they 
expect a steel strike this year, 
but Shultz 
said "people's 


feelings have changed a lot in 
the past few months" about 
whether there will be a walkout. 


Shultz said a steel strike would 


not have as great an impact on 
the economy as the General 
Motors walkout did last fall. 


Nixon's session with the 


negotiators

ministration's first try at direct 
intervention is bargaining — 
was an attempt to focus on 
economic problems facing the 
steel industry, Shultz said. 


And the White House released 


a study showing the problems 
are considerable. Profits in the 
industry declined by 42 per cent 
last year to the lowest level in a 
decade, the study said. 


In addition, the study said, the 


industry is faced with fierce 
competition from Japan and 
Western European countries, 
while productivity has increased 
little and wages have not risen.
